The winding rou te of the mas­ 
siv e procession follows the path 
from the place of Christ’s trial to 
his tomb. It was another major 
ev ent in the pre-Easter observ ­ 
ance which began Palm Su nday . 
Casting ominou s ov ertones ov er 
the celebration were the Israeli- 
Arab tensions starkly re|>resented 
by the div ision of this old holy 
city . 
Gu ns along the frontier div iding 
the city betw e^ Israel and Jor­ 
dan were stilled. Bu t some Holy 
Week observ ances were cu rtailed, 
and residents of Arab Jeru salem 
complained that war jitters had 
kept v isitors away . Hotel iacilities 
were booked solid* from y esterday 
throu gh Eastern Su nday in the 
Old City bu t the ex tre accomoda­ 
tions requ ired in past y ears were 
not needed this Easter season. 
The chief Easter sites are on 
the Arab side of the hne div iding 
Jeru salem, bu t a ceremony com­ 
memorating the Last Su pper bad 
to st(^ short last night becau se of 
the div ision of the city . Normally 
a procession of Cbristiane goes 
from St. Sav iou r’i Chu rch inside 
the old walled city to Cenacle, the 
site of the u pper room where 
C^iM ate his last meal with his 
disciples. Cenacle is on the Israeli 
side, howev er, and the pilgrimage 
went only as far as St. Mark’s 
Chu rch inside the Arab Christian 
qu arter. 
Starting point on the Way of the 
Cross is the cou rty ard of a Mos­ 
lem school, the site where Christ 
was condemned by Pontiu s Pilate. 
The second of 14 hallowed spots 
along the rou te is the place where 
Christ receiv ed the croae. Others

TJg hts in New 
Area s o f City 


Dea dline o f April 1 
l8 Bea ten by 3 Da y s 
Despite Ba d Wea ther 


Tlie Missou ri Pu blic Serv ic« Co. 
in Sedalia beat its deadline by 
ttiree whole day « on prov iding ttie 
newly annex ed areas of the city 
with street lights, despite short 
notice and bad weather. 
The project represents 
an in­ 
v estment by MPS of more than 
$50,000 in the new areas. 
At its meeting of Dec. 5, the 
City Cou ncil v oted to prov ide the 
annex ed sections with 139 lights 
and to install another 21 ou tside 
the old city limits. The city then 
secu red a commitment from Wil­ 
liam B. Rich, MPS district man­ 
ager, to hav « the 160 lights in­ 
stalled by April 1, Rich felt that 
the time was short, considering 
the bad weather which cou ld be 
ex pected in Janu ary and Febru ­ 
ary and th« red tap« inv olv ed in 
clearing the way for installation 
along the highway s and across 
railroad property , bu t agreed to 
try in v iew of the pressing need. 
The li^ ts were all installed su c­ 
cessfu lly and wr 
tu rned on for 
the first time Wednesday night. 
To do it, MPS had to start 
engineering the project immedi­ 
ately after giv ing its commitment. 
Applications had to be su bmitted 
in the State Highway Department, 
materials had to be ordered and 
hearings had to be adv ertised. 
Tl» bad weather showed u p as 
ex pected, slowing the project, so 
two ex tra eight-man crews had 
to be called in from Clinton and 
Kansas City to catch u p whenev er 
good weather permitted. 
An additional 11 lights which 
were already on order at the 
time of the Cou ncil’s action in 
December were also installed. 
The lights are of v ariou s candle 
power in accordance with a dis­ 
trict area arranged by the City 
Cou ncil sev eral y ears ago. The 
total cost of maintenance of these 
additional lights to the city will be 
$3,575.9 0 per y ear. 
There are 50 li^ ts of 6 ,000 
candlepower. Of these, 17 ex tend 
lighting to the west city limits 
on West Highway 50, nine ex tend 
lighting to 32nd on Highway 6 5, 
23 ex tend lighting to the east city 
limits on East Highway 50, and 
one is at the mu nicipal airport. 
Another 26 lights are of 4,000 
candlepower, fiv e of them on Main 
from State Fair Blv d. to the Mis­ 
sou ri Pacific railroad spu r, ten of 
them on State Fair Blv d. from 
Third to 16 th and the remaining 
11 on 16 th from Limit to the west 
city limits. 
All the other 84 lights are 2,500 
candlepower. 
They 
are 
located 
throu ghou t the new east section 
of town, the new stretch of prop­ 
erty along the sou thern bou ndary 
and areas to the west, inclu ding 
sev en in the DeJarnette Addition, 
ten in the Woodlawn Addition and 
ten in the Rainbow Addition.

Polio v accine shots are to be 
held down to two, and the third 
inocu lation is to be delay ed u ntil 
this fall, in accordance with a letter 
to all phy sicians in Missou ri from 
Dr. James R. Amos, M.D., director 
of the State Department of Health. 
It wa.s ex plained in the letter 
that less than 6 00,(KK) cu bic centi­ 
meters of polio v accine hav e been 
allocated to Missou ri since Sept., 
1955, and the .state can ex pect only 
150,000 more before this Ju ly . It 
was estimated that two million 
cu bic centimeters wou ld be re­ 
qu ired to giv e two inocu lations to 
the million children in Missou ri 
from age one throu gh 14. 
The letter also pointed ou t the 
gap between v accine su pply and 
demand will become more appar­ 
ent with the coming of polio nex t 
su mmer. 
It wa.s brou ght ou t that for the 
pu rpose of commu nity protection, 
av ailable v accine will be more ef­ 
fectiv e if one or two injections are 
giv en to a relativ ely large nu mber 
of children than if three injections 
are giv en to a smaller nu mber. 
Ex perience in 19.55 demon.strated 
that one or two inocu lations will 
giv e significant immu nity . 
Dr, Karl G. Gon.ser, M l)., pre.si- 
dent of the Pettis Cou nty Medical 
Society , has called attention to the 
shortage of the v accine and is re­ 
qu esting all doctors to cooperate 
in this program.

Referred to be some 
as “Th e Gate of Judgment,” th is 
gate is only 500-feet from th e tra 
ditional site of Calvary . Marks on 
two stone slabs on th e th resh old 
sh ow wh ere th e gate originally 
locked wh en closed at nigh t, just 
as Damascus Gate is closed at 
nigh t now. 
Alth ough th e matter is disp uted 
among

The Esso Patterson was at a 
d ock of the hu ge Hu mble Refin­ 
ery . The blast ripped a hole 12 
feet wid e and 30 feet d eep, ex tend ­ 
ing from the water line to the 
d eck , on the starboard sid e. Hu m­ 
ble officials d eclined to estimate 
the loss bu t a crew member said 
the d amage to the tank er was 
“heav y ” with the ship’s plates 
tom and bent. 
The inju red crewmen were Chief 
Mate H ow a r d McCartney , 31, 
Lowell, Mass., and Seaman Jack 
I. Motro, 48, Brook ly n, N.Y. 
Both ju mped from the blazing 
•hip to the d ock 30 feet below. 
McCartney su ffered a compou nd 
fractu re of the left leg. Motro 
complained of sev ere abd ominal 
pains. 
Donald Ay ers, 22, Hillsad ale, Va. 
escaped u ninju red by ju mping into 
the channel and Petty Officer 
Samu el P. McRoberts, 60, reached 
safety by slid ing d own a hawser 
line to the d ock . Most of the 42- 
man crew was on shore leav e. 
McRoberts said he was d rink ing 
coffee when the blast rock ed the 
tank er. 
“I ju st k new the whole thing 
was going u p so I ran ou tsid e and 
grabbed a hawser line and slid 
d own it to the d ock ’,’ he said .

“My wife say s th at if I'd keep my mouth 
sh ut I wouldn’t get so much mail," h e remarked, 
“and I guess sh e’s righ t.’’ 
Th e ex -President was in wonderful spirits. We 
talked about a lot of th ings, from Margaret 
to h is old critic, Roy Roberts of Th e Kansas 
City Star, to th e tense situation in th e Near East 
and h ow war could be avoided. 
Roy Roberts, we both agreed, seemed to be 
mellowing since h e married th e widow of Tru­ 
man’s former press secretary , Ch arlie Ross. 
“He even gave Margaret a nice write-up th is 
morning,’’ said Mr. Truman. 'T read It and 
wept a little. Of course, h er moth er and I 
th ink th at any th ing Margaret does is all righ t. 
“I CMi*t claim much credit,’’ he continued. 
“Wh at really matters is a ch ild’s moth er. And 
Marg aret h as a moth er with about th e finest 
eh aractor any girl could possibly h ave.”

The conversation turned to national prob­ 
lems. Th e ex -President was careful not to critl-

mond and 
has boy s came along and wh ipped 
th ings up. AO th is biUemess didn’t h ave to 
h appen. It could h ave been prevented.” 
Arab-Iarael 
Mtaatloa 
Mr, Tnima* touch ed briefly on a great many 
subjects. 
“Do y ou th ink war is inevitable in tiie Near 
East?” 
“No, Iwt th ere is one great danger—down 
h ere in th e comer of th e Mediterranean.” Mr. 
Truman reach ed over to a giant globe alongside 
h is desk.

Convicted Of Plotting With Tito 
Rajk was a former foreign min­ 
ister. He was 40 when he died on 
the gallows. He and the others 
had been convicted of plotting with 
Yugoslavia’s Marshal Tito, 
then 
bitterly at odds with the Soviet 
bloc, and with Americans to over­ 
throw Hungary's Red regime and 
to 
k ill Deputy Prem ier 
Matyas 
Rak osi, the Hungarian Communist 
party boss. 
Rak osi himself announced the 
reversal.

personality problems 
of central 
Missou ri’s television a u d i e n c e 
th rou gh an edu cational program 
called “Not In Ou r Stars.” He es­ 
tablish ed 
a 
personality clinic as 
part of th e stu dents h ealth service 
at th e u niversity in 1935 and still 
spends mu ch time cou nseling col­ 
lege stu dents abou t th eir social and 
emotional problems as a part of 
h is u niversity du ties. 
His move into television began 
a little over a year ago, and th e 
15 minu te program, “Not in Ou r 
Stars,” is now being kinescoped 
ind distribu ted nationally by th e 
Edu cational Television and Radio 
Center, Ann Arbor, Mich .

Ov er the world grow roses and 
there are 9 0 genera (rf the plant 
that differ in hab its, form and 
character, b ut still they all come 
from the rose family. The b eauti­ 
ful flowering trees of the spring 
b elong to their family, the apple, 
pear, 
quince, peach, plum and 
cherry, and then the b erries, the 
raspb erry, b lackb erry and straw­ 
b erry and ev en spirea and geum. 
Of the genus rosa there are 
more than 100 species and there 
are nativ e roses in ev ery national, 
geologic and geographic div ision 
of the northern hemisphere. Ev en 
for plants not related to the rase 
is the name used, like the Christ­ 
mas rose, rose of sharon and rock 
rose. 
It was Theophrastus, the Greek 
philosopher 
and 
naturalist, 
in 
ab out 350 B.C., who noted that 
roses, known to the Greeks as 
‘‘the perfume of the Gods” dif­ 
fered in the numb er of petals, 
with 
some 
hav ing 
a 
hundred 
while others had only 12 and some 
just fiv e. He noted, too, that there 
was a difference in the b eauty, 
the sweetness and the color. 
During the time of the Pharoahs 
there was no record left of roses 
in Egypt, b ut later, for great Ro­ 
man 
festiv als, 
quantities 
were 
shipped from Egypt and Mace­ 
donia. 
Twelv e kinds of roses were de­ 
scrib ed b y Pliny, who was a Ro­ 
man scholar and naturalist of the 
first century A.D. He tells of the 
rose of Cyrina with doub le flow­ 
ers and sweetest scent, which was 
prob ab ly the Damask rose, some 
of which were found in the Pom­ 
peian excav ation. 
Early races of Asia, and the 
Greeks and Romans, used rose 
water and fresh oil of dried rose 
petals for perfume. It is b eliev ed 
that the essential oil contained in 
roses was accidentally discov ered 
in ancient Persia. Nearly 3,000 
pounds of petals are necessary 
to produce a pound of rose oil. 
The types of roses used as the 
chief source are damask, gallica, 
alb a and rugosa roses. 
The roses grown in today’s gar­ 
den are div ided into different, 
loosely-defined classes and include 
hyb rid perpetual, hyb rid tea, ram ­ 
b ler and polyantha and the de­ 
v elopment of the 
modern rose 
started early in the past century. 
The Bengal or China roses are 
mostly dwarf, slender and b ranch­ 
ing and hav e recurrent crops of 
delicate cupped flowers, such as 
"Glorie des Rosomandes” or rag­ 
ged rob in. 
The tea roses chiefly descended 
from strains of Rosa odrata and 
are 
loose, 
open-cupped, 
sweet- 
scented and perpetual flowering. 
The crushed leav es hav e a tea 
scent, which giv es the name. 
Hyb rid perpetuáis, it is thought, 
originated from the Rosa gallica 
and Damask roses crossed and 
recrossed with forms of Bengal. 
The plants are hardy with little 
protection in most northern states 
and the flowers are clear and 
large, b ut do not include yellow 
in color. 
Hyb rid teas are the ev erb loom- 
Ing roses which were originated 
from a comb ination of tea and 
hyt>rid perpetuáis. In 1867 the first, 
"La France,” was produced which 
was followed b y an endless parade 
of v arieties. It was b y b lending 
the Persian Yellow in 1900 b y 
M. J. Pernet-Ducher of Lyons, 
that 
b rought 
the yellow-copper- 
pirtk b lendings of roses like the 
Talisman. 
Polyanthas were at first dwarf 
forms of the Rosa multiflora. The 
b ushes are compact, with single 
or doub le flowers not much ov er 
inches in diameter. Between 


the polyanthas and hyb rid teas 
is a taller growing, larger flower 
class known as florib unda, or hy­ 
b rid polyantha roses. 
No roses are truly clinrf)ers b ut 
those 
with 
exceptionally 
long 
canes are called climb ers, pillar 
or ramb ler and are grouped into 
the large-flowered and ramb ler. 
The ramb lers hav e long, slender, 
pliab le canes that trail on the 
ground if not supported and, ex­ 
cept for the glossy foliage, are 
hardly distinguishab le from the 
slender hyb rids of Rosa multiflora 
such as Dorothy Perkins. 
The pillar rose grows from fiv e 


to eight feet tall, with large stfif 
stems, sueh as the Paul Scarlet. 
Then there is still another type 
known 
as 
the 
large - flowered 
climb er, v arying in size and hab ­ 
its. This extends its growth year 
after year, with the b est growth 
on new lateral from old canes. 
The last 25 years or so has added 
to this v ariety of climb er a new 
and 
v ery 
satisfying 
quality 
of 
b looming throughout the season, 
some profusely, others at inter­ 
v als. 
Nothing giv es more charm to 
the garden than roses, in what­ 
ev er form they may b e grown.

the photos. 
After arriv al at the hospital in 
St. Louis further examination 
giv en to determine if the child can 
b e helped b y orthopcKlic surgery 
If the case can b e 
helped 
the 
child’s name is placed on a wait 
ing list for awimittarKie 
At the 
present time there are approxi­ 
mately 116 on the list. 
The St. Louis Hospital has 120 
b eds. There are 17 Shriner 'Hos­ 
pitals in operation and one under 
construction in the United States.

'Hiis rule holds true on curv es as 
well as the straight of way. 
The act of cutting into the left 
lane when turning left or swerv ing 
into the left lane when turning 
right is a deadly and dangerous 
h^ it. 
Col. Waggoner said that 7,301 
v iolations of this 
nature ceAi.sed 
traffic accidents on Missouri high­ 
ways and streets last year and 403 
oi the v iolations caused fatal ac 
cidents. 
Col. Waggoner said, "Knowing 
and ob eying traffic laws Is ev ery 
driv er’s duty. Violations of traffic 
laws 
and 
v iolation 
of common 
sense rules result in traffic trag­ 
edy.”
